A report issued by the State Employees Trade Coun- 
cil United Union and the CSU Chancellor’s Office 
identified a staffing shortage of skilled trades workers 
throughout the CSU system.

According to the SETC-CSU 
Joint Staffing Report, -since 1987 
the CSU system added four new 
campuses and more than dou- 
bled the size of buildings and fa- 
cilities infrastructure that need to be maintained from 
approximately 20 million gross square feet to over 45 
million gross square feet.

Sacramento State - student 
Lina Li applied for all four 
scholarships offered by Associ- 
ated Students Inc. this semes- 
ter to help pay for her semester 
tuition. 

Li said she is ineligible to hold 
a job, apply for financial aid 
and has to pay an additional 
$339 non-resident fee per unit 
because of her international 
status. Her only option to ease 
the financial burden is to apply, 
for scholarships. 

Any eligible Sac State student 
can apply for the ASI scholar- 
ship and three $1,000 memori- 
al scholarships that honor Sac 
State students who died during 
involvement with ASI. 

ASI will accept applications 
until 5 p.m. Friday. 

ASI receives a majority of 
its funding from the $125.50 
student fee per semester. Tim 
Snyder, vice president of Fi- 
nance for ASI, said this money 
contributes to the total $18,000 
scholarship fund ASI is offer- 
ing to students. 

Snyder said the purpose of 
the scholarships is to recognize

in co-curricular activities. 


ASI is looking for students 
involved in campus clubs and 
organizations and/or who sup- 
port the community.

After working at Sacramento State since 2001 and being in- 
volved with numerous campus projects, the executive director of 
University Enterprises Inc. will leave the university to pursue a 


position in New Jersey. 


Altier was involved in the construction of the new Hornet

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Campus gossip website to be 


investigated for libel, slander

An online gossip website found 
to be malicious and cruel after it 
reached college campuses is be- 
ing investigated at the request of 
a Newark lawmaker. 

Assemblyman Alberto Torrico, 
D-Newark called for the inves- 
tigation of JuicyCampus.com, 
a website that enables students 
to write anonymous messages 
about whatever and whomever 
they wish. These messages may be 
about a fun party that a student 
had, or'they may even go as far as 
to include hateful messages about 
a person. 

JuicyCampus.com has _ not 
reached Sacramento State, said 
Kimberly Nava of Public Affairs, 
but it has gone as far as to reach 
UC Berkeley, and six southern 
California universities, including 
Long Beach State and University 
of Southern California. 

Sac State students said they are 
generally unhappy with the web- 
sites popularity. 

Many students reflected on how 
the website could affect the cam- 
pus community if it were to reach 
Sac State. 

“I have heard of JuicyCampus. 
com and even been on that web- 
site actually,’ said junior liberal 
arts major Stephanie Ramirez. “I 
am so glad it is not here because 
those hateful remarks that stu- 
dents say about each other, like so 
and so is a slut, are poison and it 
would totally put students against 
one another.’ 

The investigation of JuicyCam- 
pus.com is to assess whether the 
website violates the first amend- 
ment. It is being looked at for li- 
bel and slander. Operators of the 
website would be held account- 
able if the website is found in vio- 
lation of the law. 

The federal and state govern- 
ments have the right to restrict 
any forms of pornography and 
obscenity. Some of the comments 
on the website include question- 
able material that Torrico wants 
the attorney general to look over. 

Torrico said gossip websites 
should be abolished. 

“In addition, I would: welcome 
any suggestions for changes to 
state law that would prevent these 
sites from endangering the pub- 


lic,’ Torrico said. 

Some Sac State students said 
JuicyCampus.com is giving stu- 
dents a chance to voice their 
opinions, whether they are good 
or bad. 

Other students, like sophomore 
business major Angel Castillo, 
said she thinks that the investi- 
gation can be seen as irrelevant 
when it comes to being investi- 
gated for slander and libel. It is 
just a student-run website with no 
specific importance, she said. 

“If students want to write some- 
thing about another person anon- 
ymously, then it shouldnt be a 
problem. Everybody knows that 
gossip websites are a joke and they 
shouldn't be taken seriously,’ Cas- 
tillo said. 

Senior biology major Erin Smith 
agreed with Castillo, insisting that 
words that are spoken or written 
about a person do not define that 
person. 

“IT just don’t think that some- 
body calling you a ‘bad person’ 
on a website classifies you as a bad 
person - that is just one opinion. 
People should have better self es- 
teem, Smith said. 

However, other students think 
that gossip websites damage a 
persons name, even if the accusa- 
tions are not true. 

“(Website posting) may not be 
true, but when something is gos- 
siped about, many people wonder 
if what they are hearing is true. 
More often than not it is true and 
the reputation of that person is 
totally ruined,’ said sophomore 
sociology major Maddy Simpson. 

Sophomore business major Gar- 
ry Graffort of UC Berkeley said he 
thinks that people have too much 
time on their hands if they con- 
tribute to the websites gossip. 

“I personally don't care about 
that website. But if somebody 
wrote something bad about me, 
I wouldn't really care,’ Graffort 
said. “All I know is that JuicyCam- 
pus.com makes college students 
feel like they are back in high 
school looking at dirty words on 
the bathroom wall” 

Sophomore mechanical .engi- 
neering major Brett Butterfield of 
UC Berkeley disagreed with Graf- 
fort when it came to his reflection 
on what people write about him. 

“If somebody wrote something 
bad about me, I would want to 


prove them wrong. However, 
people have the right to say what 
they want to say. It is called free 
speech,’ Butterfield said. 

Vice President for Information 
Resource and Technology Larry 
Gilbert said Sac State does not 
have a specific policy on media 
outlets that may be offensive to 
the school. If a gossip website did 
come to Sac State, Gilbert said 
that administrators on campus 
are here to help students get their 
voices heard and not to block 
what they have to say. 

“I suspect the reaction would be 
that people have a right to speak 
their minds as long as they are not 
being slanderous or dangerous,” 
Gilbert said. 

He said Sac State does not seek 
to block free speech. 

“We are not in the business of 
regulating speech. We are con- 
cerned about misinformation that 
can be sent out, however,’ Gilbert 
said. 

This problem of “misinforma- 
tion” was looked at when a website 
regarding the rating of Sac State 
professors on campus included 
racial slurs from anonymous stu- 
dents. 

“We had to contact the website's 
organizer and let them know that 
was not OK,” Gilbert said. 

Torrico said he wants JuicyC- 
ampus.com to be investigated 
because it places a burden on stu- 
dents and their names. Students’ 
names could be slandered or rep- 
utations could be ruined, he said. 

In a letter to Jerry Brown, attor- 
ney general, Torrico said that he is 
concerned for those people whose 
names may be damaged because 
of the website. 

“I am concerned about danger- 
ous campus gossip websites that 
may be spreading libelous infor- 
mation, propagating hate speech 
and endangering the safety of 
women on campuses across the 
state,’ he said. 

The attorney general has not 
gotten back to Torrico as of April 
2, said Jeff Barbosa, Media Rela- 
tions specialist of Torrico.

rejects 


president job 
offer at MSU

Metropolitan State University 
narrowed down its search for a 
new president from five candi- 
dates to three finalists. 

Sacramento State's Provost and 
Vice President of Academic Af- 
fairs Joseph Sheley was among 
the finalists. 

Sheley said he was offered a job 
from the chancellor of the Min- 
nesota State colleges and univer- 
sities for the presidential posi- 
tion, but decided not to take the 
opportunity. 

“Tt wasn't a bad offer. It wasn't 
a bad opportunity, but when I 
weighed the two (universities) up 
against each other, (Sac State) is 
where I want to be,” Sheley said. 

The offer from Chancellor 
James McCormick was _ pend- 
ing approval from the Board of 
Trustees. 

Sheley said this meant the offer 
was not set in stone, but rather 
it was a 99 percent certainty he 
would have gotten the position 
as president at Metropolitan 
State. All that was left was for the 
Board of Trustees to officially an- 
nounce that it had accepted the 
chancellor's recommendation. 

“More often than not, the chan- 
cellor’s recommendation is who 
the next president will be,” said 
Melinda Voss, public relations 
director for the Minnesota State 
colleges and universities system. 

Sheley said the offer was a gen- 
erous one and that he was flat- 
tered by the opportunity, but he 
felt he was not ready to leave Sac 
State. | 

“My passion for this university 
is strong; it always has been,” She- 
ley said. “We are going through 
difficult times with the budget 
cuts. I care about this place and 
want to work through those dif- 
ficulties.” 

Sheley was in Minnesota on 
March 17 and 18 for the initial 


interviews as one of the five can- 
didates. As a finalist, Sheley went 
back to Minnesota on March 27 
when he met with the chancellor 
again and received the offer to be 
the next president. 

Although Sheley did not accept 
this position, he said he eventu- 
ally would like to become presi- 
dent of a university. 

“I wouldn't have gone through 
all this if I wasn't entertaining 
the options. I want to become 
a president in the right circum- 
stances,’ Sheley said. “Sac State 
has a bright future, and I want to 
be a part of that future.” 

Sheley said that becoming a 
president involves a different set 
of challenges than provost. 

In his current position, Sheley’s 
focus is on the academic aspect 
of Sac State, and working to inte- 
grate all the academic colleges on 
a common path. 

“The challenges for any presi- 
dent are to move beyond that and 
work: on joining. all the units on 
campus to reach'common goals,” 
Sheley said, referring to all aca- 
demic and student-run divisions 
on campus. 

Getting the community in- 
volved with the university and 
working on improving external 
relationships are things that pres- 
idents work on improving. Try- 
ing to integrate all these aspects 
is one of the biggest challenges of 
being a president, Sheley said. 

The search for president at 
Metropolitan State resumed. The 
chancellor made a decision about 
who his new recommendation 
would be. 

The two remaining finalists for 
president were Kevin Kelvin Eke 
and Sue Kiefer Hammersmith. 

Hammersmith has served as 
provost and vice chancellor for 
Academic Affairs at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Green Bay 
since 2002. 

Eke has served as provost and 
vice president for Academic and

2002. 

All three finalists, including 
Sheley, met with the chancellor, 
along with one to three members 
of the Board of Trustees, during 
the final interviews. 

“From the two remaining final- 
ists, the candidate that emerged 
was Sue K. Hammersmith,’ said 
Linda Kohl, associate vice chan- 
cellor for Public Affairs. “She has 
accepted and has been recom- 
mended by the chancellor to. the 
Board of Trustees.” 

A special meeting will be held 
on April 16 when the Board of 
Trustees will meet to consider 
the chancellor's recommenda- 
tion and make the final decision, 
Kohl said. 

Pending approval of the Board 
of Trustees, Kohl said Hammer- 
smith will likely begin her posi- 
tion as Metropolitan State’s new- 
est president on July 1, which is 
when the new fiscal school year 
begins. 

Hammersmith is also a pro- 
fessor of social change and de- 
velopment and sociology at the 


University of Wisconsin-Green ‘ 


Bay and more recently served as 
dean of the College of Arts and 
Sciences at Ferris State Univer- 
sity before becoming Wisconsin- 
Green Bay's university provost. 

Metropolitan State has cam- 
puses in St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis and serves more than 9,000 
students. 

The new president will replace 
William Lowe, who has been 
serving as interim president at 
Metropolitan State since for- 
mer president Wilson Bradshaw 
left to take on a new position in 
Florida.

Altier: He says he wants 
to be closer to his family

This allowed facilities to complete several projects, 
including painting, water damage repair and preven- 
tive maintenance. 

He identified a need to beautify the campus grounds 
and created a plan to accomplish this goal. The proj- 
ect called for creating pathways and areas designed to 
encourage students to spend time on campus, Rich- 
ardson said. Facilities Services built wooden trellises 
and placed benches in places where students would 
most likely to use them. 

The trellises and benches create a common theme 
throughout campus and unify the variety of architec- 
tural structures, Altier said. 

Since he accepted the position as vice president of 
Capital Planning and Resource Development and 
executive director of University Enterprises Inc., Al- 
tier played a role in the construction of several major 
projects on campus. 

Arlette Barnard, special assistant to the vice presi- 
dent of University Enterprises Inc., said Altier has 
always been an accessible leader - someone who she 
could always go to. 

“He is very receptive to new ideas, and he has been 
great for Sac State,’ Barnard said. 

Richardson said that Altier turned the creation of 
the campus signs into a student project for the Arts 
and Letters department. “That was something that I 
probably never would have thought of? Richardson 
said. “Thinking like that is how he developed the 
risk-taking mentality at Sac State.” 

Altier’s high energy level and dedication to his job 
earned him the nickname of “Little Tasmanian Dev- 
il,’ Barnard said. Richardson said that Altier’s energy 
was a key element to making the changes that were 
needed on campus. | 

“Matt initiated the dialogue with Gonzalez and 
pointed out where the campus needed help?’ Rich- 
ardson said. “He got us going in the right direction” 

The new bookstore is one of the accomplishments 
that Altier is most proud of. The store gives Sac State 
students a state-of-the-art place to get supplies and 
technology, as well as textbooks, Altier said. 

The Alex Spanos Sports Complex, Napa Hall, the 
Eli Broad Sports Facility and the development of the 
library breezeway are all projects that Altier led. In 
addition, he was instrumental in expanding Java City 
on campus, establishing Saigon Bay, securing an ex- 
clusive contract with Pepsi, creating the landscaping 
and developing the signs on campus. 

Projects that are underway include the university 
tram, which will carry students and faculty from the 
65th Street light rail station throughout campus, and 
the erection of an electronic sign that will overlook 
Highway 50 and bring advertising revenue to the 
campus. 

Altier also played an important role in the purchase 
of the CalSTRS building, which will be developed 
into a miniature academic campus, and the purchase 
of 25 acres for development of a low-cost housing fa- 


cility for staff and faculty at Sac State. 

Altier said he hopes that in the future, the university 
continues to develop a strong relationship with Sur- 
rounding entities, such as the state, city and county 
governments, local businesses and the community. 
He said he sees Sac State as “Sacramentos univer- 
sity’ and hopes that it continues to develop that role 
through community interaction. 

He said that his main motivation for leaving Sac 
State is to be closer to his family. 

“Tt has been wonderful living here, but it is hard be- 
ing so far away from my family for so long,’ Altier 
said. 

“Tam going to miss everyone at UEI, the board of 
directors, the president and his cabinet, Facilities; 
there are so many great people here,’ Altier said. 
“Also, I’m going to miss the weather.” 

Altier will be leaving Sac State in mid-April and will 
begin his new job as vice president of Administration 
and Finance at Richard Stockton College in New Jer- 
sey in July. Richard Stockton College is the fifth best 
liberal arts college in the United States, according to 
the U.S. News and World Report. 

After graduating high school in Pennsylvania, Al- 
tier joined the Air Force. He spent 10 years with the 
Air Force, five years as an air traffic controller and 
another five years as a construction engineer. While 
stationed at Beale Air Force Base, Altier attended 
classes at Chico State and received a bachelor’s de- 
gree in industrial engineering. 

After leaving the Air Force, Altier accepted a posi- 
tion with Pacific Architects and Engineers Inc. as ex- 
ecutive director of a NATO base in Mallorca, Spain. 

After his:contract in Spain ended, Altier returned 
to the United States: He gained experience in admin- 
istration while working for several schools, includ- 
ing Florida International University and the Florida 
School for the Deaf and Blind. He also worked for 
a non-profit educational supply company in Penn- 
sylvania.

doubled, an adequate number of 
the workers have not been added 
in order to properly maintain the 
system, according to thg report. 
Paul Hallahan, State Employees 
Trades Council United chief labor 
consultant, said the staffing short- 
age makes it difficult for campuses 
to keep up with required preven- 
tive maintenance, which is regular 


maintenance on buildings, facili- | 


ties and equipment to. keep them 
in good working order. 

“On a scale of one to five, with 
one being the best and five being 
the worst, we are at a four with 
regard to skilled trades staffing, 
Hallahan said. 

Gary Bonifacius, facility main- 
tenance mechanic for CSU Chico, 
compared preventive mainte- 
mance to regular maintenance, 
such as oil changes and tune-ups 
on a car. 

“When an engine is not main- 
tained in good working order, 
what good is the car?” Bonifacius 
asked. 

When preventive maintenance 
is not performed, it becomes de- 
ferred maintenance. Deferred 
maintenance includes facilities 
and equipment, like roofs and 
generators, not replaced with new 
equipment when they are past 
their life cycle, said Elvyra San 
Juan, CSU assistant vice chancel- 
lor for Capital Planning, Design 
and Construction. A roof that 
has a 30-year life cycle and is not 
replaced after that time period 
would become deferred mainte- 
nance. 

According to the joint staffing 
report, the CSU system has over 
$890 million in backlog of de- 
ferred maintenance projects. This 
is maintenance work that needs 
to be done on campuses, but has 
been put off to fund other needs. 

Bill Candella, senior director of 
Collective Bargaining for the CSU 
Chancellor’s Office, said that the 
amount of deferred maintenance 
the university has is a good in- 
dicator of problems with staffing 
levels. 

Candella, who worked on the 


joint staffing report with Halla- 
han, said the report was gener- 
ated to raise awareness about the 
skilled trades staffing levels and 
ask campuses to review their own 
staffing situations. The report rec- 
ommends that each CSU campus 
submit a formal report to the 
chancellor's office regarding its 
staffing levels. To date, two cam- 
puses have done a full analysis 
of their skilled trades staffing, he 
said. 

Sac State Associate Vice Presi- 
dent for Facilities Services Ron- 
ald Richardson said Sac State has 
not done a formal analysis of its 
skilled trades staffing needs, but 
it does review the university's 61 
skilled trades workers’ needs an- 
nually. 

He said Sac State's workforce is 
keeping up with campus needs at 
this time. 

Sac State has the highest dollars 
per square foot ratio of deferred 
maintenance of any campus in 
the CSU system, said Linda Ha- 
far, Sac State director of Facilities 
and Utilities. While Sac State does 
have a large deferred maintenance 
backlog, Facilities Services keeps 
up with maintenance required 
by law to comply with the state’s 
Health and Safety, Building and 
Fire codes, she said. 

Sac State Chief Steward for the 
State Employees Trades Council 
United and mechanic for Facili- 
ties Services Matthew Mason said 
the staffing shortage has made the 
campus skilled trades workers 
into “serious multi-taskers.” 

“We are constantly busy — there 
is always something to do,’ Mason 
said. “The problem is that we are 
putting out fires now instead of 
doing preventive maintenance.” 

Both Candella and Hallahan 
said they see a state certified 
skilled trades apprentice program 
part of the solution to the skilled 
trades staffing problem. 

The apprentice program, a ma- 
jor focus of the union’s current 
lobbying efforts, was developed 
15 years ago by the union and the 
CSU Chancellor’s Office. The pro- 
gram trains employees on CSU 
campuses to become journeymen 


skilled trades workers. 

The apprentice program has 
been under utilized on CSU cam- 
puses, Hallahan said. Since its in- 
ception, approximately 20 people 
have completed the program and 
not every campus in the system is 
participating, he said. 

Sac State has had one employee, 
a plumber, complete the appren- 
ticeship program and does not 
currently have any apprentices. 

Not only does the apprentice 
program offer excellent train- 
ing on the facilities and needs 
of individual campuses, it. saves 
money, Hallahan said. Appren- 
tices are hired at 65 percent of the 
beginning salary of a journeyman 
skilled trades worker. The pro- 
gram also gives unskilled mainte- 
nance workers, such as custodians 
and groundskeepers, the opportu- 
nity for career advancement. 

As part of its lobbying efforts, 
the union is requesting the state 
legislature to add “budget control 
language” to the state budget bill 
that will require all CSU. cam- 
puses to commit to and develop a 
plan for hiring skilled trades ap- 
prentices. 

The apprentice program has the 
support of the chancellor’s office 
and will be adding staff to help 
campuses make use of the pro- 
gram, San Juan said. One reason 
campuses have been resistant to 
the program is that the training 
is a big commitment of time and 
money, she said. 

The campus: needs qualified 
people ready to enter the appren- 
tice program, Richardson said. It 
requires a serious commitment on 
the part of both the employee and 
the university. Richardson said he 
is not sure there is an employee on 
campus he is ready to enter into 
that commitment with.

and Letters for ASI, said ASI is 
looking for student applicants 
involved in addition to taking 
classes, such as working full time 
or taking care of children. 

Barba applied for different 
scholarships and loans to help his 
financial situation. He said people 
think that applying for scholar- 
ships requires a financial need. 

The Lara Memorial Scholarship 
is the only scholarship ASI offers 
with the eligibility requirement 
for financial need. 

Students may also apply for 
scholarships to include on résu- 
més or to receive recognition. 

“If you take the time to consider, 
even the fact that you’re consider- 
ing and writing the essay, it makes 
you think and reflect on what am 
I doing in school and what are my 
plans?” Barba said. 

Rita Tyk, board associate for 
ASI, said the memorial scholar- 
ships are not just about the mon- 
ey; they are about celebrating the 
life of the students honored. 

Tyk has worked for ASI for 
about 20 years and said the deaths 
of all three Sac State students hon- 
ored in the memorial scholarships 
deeply affected her and other 
members of:ASI. 

Sac State student Christopher 
Ramos served as the vice presi- 
dent of University Affairs for ASI 
during the 2006-07 academic year 
and vice president for the Tau 
Kappa Epsilon fraternity. 

Curtis Grima, vice president of 
Academic Affairs, headed efforts 
to create the Christopher D. Ra- 
mos Memorial Scholarship after 
Ramos died in a motorcycle ac- 
cident in August. 

This is the first year the memo- 
rial scholarship is being offered. 
Grima said the purpose of the 
scholarship is to recognize the life 
of Ramos and assist students in 
pursuing education. 

Grima created the scholarship 
because Ramos was a good friend 
to him both in and outside of 
ASI. 

“Anytime a good friend dies, it’s 
always surprising; it was surreal. I

just couldn't believe it. Even now, 
it's still kind of hard to believe; 
Grima said. ; 

Arnulfo Lara served on the ASI 
board during the 1995-96 aca- 
demic year as director of Arts and 
Sciences. | 

Lara was a member of the Cam- 
pus Assistance Migrant Program 
that tried to get first generation 
college students involved in the 
community, Tyk said. 

She said Lara was a source of 
inspiration because of his passion 
and strong sense of history. 

Tyk said Lara died in his sleep 
and there was no indication of 
anything that could have caused 
the death. The scholarship was 
created in memory of his partici- 
pation in ASI. 

The eligibility requirement for 
a financial need was part of this 
scholarship because Lara was on 
financial aid, she said. 

Lara served on the ASI board 
that passed legislation to produce 
the Ron Tanton Memorial Schol- 
arship. 

Sac State student Ron Tanton 
was not on the ASI board, but 
Tyk said she remembers his atten- 
dance at every board meeting and 
vigilance to ASI’s actions. 

The Ron ‘Tanton Memorial 
Scholarship was created in 1996 
after he died of cancer, leaving 
behind two daughters and a wife, 
Tyk said. 

“Just because a student doesn't 
serve on the board, it doesn't 
mean we place any less value on 
their involvement; Tyk said. “We 
cant do this job by ourselves.”

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Many tables were displayed on Sacramento State’s Library Quad during Political Day. 
One of the tables belonged to Associated Students Inc. 
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ganizations encouraged students with similar 
interests to become involved. 

Torres moderated the debate centered on the 
question: What presidential candidate would 
be best suited for the position and why? 

The College Republicans supported John 
McCain because of his fiscal policies that 
work to prevent increases in taxation and re- 
form social security. 

John Morgan, member of the College Re- 
publicans, said by 2009 the average family 
will experience a hike in social security. Mor- 
gan also said the social security trust fund “is 
a bubble that is going to burst.” 

In response, Robert Marcelis, member of 
the College Democrats, said raising taxes is 
the way to solve problems, such as the pro- 
posed budget cuts to education. 

“Without raising taxes, you’ can't mitigate 
those problems. If we could do that, we would 
all win the Nobel Peace Prize in economics. 
But it's not possible,” Marcelis said. 

Marcelis questioned the fiscal responsibility 
of the Bush administration and Republican 
Party. He said borrowing money, such as the 
money the Republican Party has used to fund 
the war in Iraq, is not fiscally responsible. 

Marcelis called member of the College Re- 
publicans Justin McKinley's argument that 
the state is spending too much on education 
“unconscionable” because McKinley is a stu- 
dent. 

“Dont take the $8,000 the state gives you for 
your education. If you really want to be a Re- 
publican and youre really fiscally responsible, 
cut a $8,000 check and say, “You know what, 
state? We wont take your,money. Use that 
money somewhere else;” Marcelis said. 

The crowd showed the most support for the 
College Democrats by cheering and clapping 
when the two members voiced their argu- 
ments in support of different democratic 
policies and candidates. 

Justin Denton, member of the College Dem- 
ocrats, said the Democratic Party is lucky to

have two well-qualified candidates in Sen. 
Barack Obama and Sen. Hillary Clinton. 

Denton said he supports Obama because he 
believes he's the best candidate to bring about 
a new attitude in foreign policy that will sepa- 
rate Americans from the “failed” policies of 
the Bush administration and Republican 
Party. 

Morgan responded to the argument on the 
war that the two purposes of the state are de- 
fense and to support individuals in the state 
to have a better future and life. 

“If you do not support a national defense, 
your state will fall apart,’ Morgan said. 

David Gutierrez, member of Students for 
Social Change, ‘questioned whether the can- 
didates supported by the College Democrats 
would pull the United States out of the war 
in Iraq. 

Denton felt both Democratic candidates 
will pull the nation out of the war in “the saf- 
est and most orderly way possible.” 

He said pulling the troops out might take 
time, but felt this method is better than the 
current Bush administration's policy of “tak- 
ing another 100 years to supposedly finish a 
job that you have no idea how to accomplish 
anyway. . 

Gutierrez felt none of the candidates could 
support the interests of society. He said the 
reason for being in the debate is to discuss 
campaign contributors. 

“Clinton has raised $169 million, Obama 
$193 million, and McCain $64 million? 
Gutierrez said. “It’s a little bit hard for me to 
believe that they are going to represent our 
interests, our votes, when they are being paid 
this amount of money from private indus- 
tries.” 

Gutierrez said this system can't exist be- 
cause it wont allow changes, such as those for 
higher education. 

The organizations involved in the debate 
presented different reasons for involvement 
on campus and in the event. 

Torres said the main goal of the event is stu- 
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dent attendance because students who come 
to the event start to think and ask questions 
about the political views presented. 

“If a student came by, even just for pizza, 
and they heard the debate, it gets them think- 
ing about the issues - especially since college 
students are known not to vote specifically 
because they don’t think they can participate 
or they don't know enough,” Torres said. 

Gutierrez said the role of Students for Social 
Change is to discuss issues not represented in 
the media. 

“We're really questioning: What are. the 
forces that actually shape our society and the 
future? And that’s the question were here to 
ask today,’ Gutierrez said. 

Vanessa Mieleszko, member of the Students 
for Social Change, said the organization be- 
came involved in Political Day to bring peo- 
ple together and let students know they are 
not alone in their opinions. 

“I know a lot of people have these ideas that 
things are unfair? Mieleszko said. “As one 
person, you have all these ideas and you don't 
know where to go with them.” 

Members of the College Republicans said 
the point of their organization is to get stu- 
dents on campus involved. 

“So many times we find college students 
misinformed, inactive in that general sake in 
politics,” Morgan said. 

Denton said the College Democrats pro- 
motes outreach and voter registration on 
campus.

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Sacramento State could be facing turnover at 
its highest positions over the next few months. 
The turnover started for Sac State last semes- 
ter when it lost one of its most respected and 
talented professors, William Dorman, to re- 
tirement and Vice President for Public Affairs 
Prank Whitlatch to Humboldt State; so that he 
could be closer to his family. 

But the hemorrhaging of talented workers 
has not stopped there. Athletic Director Terry 
Wanless is one of five finalists for the same 
position Eastern Illinois University. In 2007, 
Wanless was given the General Robert R. Ney- 
land Outstanding Athletic Director award. 
Prior to working at Sac State, Wanless was the 
athletic director at the University of North Da- 
kota from 1990-1999. Sac State also recently 
decided not to renew the contract of men’s 
basketball coach Jerome Jenkins. Wanless let 
go of Jenkins because he believed that the pro- 
gram had “stalled out.” A new men’s basketball 
coach has not been named as of the publica-

tion date. Women’s volleyball coach Debbie 
Colberg also stepped down last season. Her 
replacement, assistant coach Ruben Volta has 
taken her place, but for over 30 years Colberg 
was the face of successful athletics at Sac State. 
Colberg was also inducted into the American 
Volleyball Coaches Association Hall of Fame. 

Executive Director of University Enterprises, 
Matt Altier is also leaving Sac State. His nick- 
name, “Little Tasmanian Devil? was given to 
him because of his tireless efforts and dedica- 
tion to his job. Altier has been with Sac State 
since 2001 and oversees a $100 million enter- 
prise that built the new bookstore, the. Aca- 
demic Information Resource Center as well as 
Modoc Hall. Altier will become vice president 
of Administration and Finance at Richard 
Stockton College in New Jersey. 

Furthermore, Academic Provost and Vice 
President for Academic Affairs Joseph Sheley 
flirted with the idea of leaving Sac State but re- 
cently decided against leaving. He was offered 
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the position of university president at Metro- 
politan State University in Minnesota. Sheley 
has been pilloried and ridiculed for fee hikes, 
classes being cut and enrollment targets being 
missed. President Alexander Gonzalez even 
deflected the blame to Sheley at the Fall Ad- 
dress for 2007. 

Weare starting to turn a corner, as faculty and 
administrators are starting to work together. If 
Sheley were to leave us now, we would have to 
fill yet another position while trying to fight 
looming budget cuts.

Beatie cannot accurately be described as a transsexual 
or transgender. A transsexual changes his or her gender 
medically and physically, while a transgender does not 
bring about physical changes to his or her body. Beatie 
has taken testosterone and it has manifested itself into an 
impressive little beard. If that previous sentence contains 
any hostility it is simply because Beatie’s facial hair is 
still more substantial than anything I can grow. Beatie’s 
breasts were removed but the reproductive organs were 
untouched in hopes of having a child someday. “I feel 
it is not a male or female desire to have a child. It’s a 
human need. I am a person and I have a right to have a 
biological child,” Beatie told Oprah. 

People in this country always throw the word ‘need’ 
around with a despicable frequency. The right to a bio- 
logical child may be a universal ideal but the desire to 
have a child is more a want than a need. Oprah may 
hunger for higher ratings and Beatie may crave atten- 
tion, but that is as far as it goes. 

Beatie is not really a male. Therefore, this case is just a 
sideshow and nothing special. The state can recognize 
Beatie legally as a male, but logic and a basic anatomy 
textbook show the opposite point. Beatie is neither a 
seahorse nor Arnold Schwarzenegger in “Junior”, just a 
confused human being in desperate need of validation

The Olympics is not 


for political leverage

Since 1896 the Olympics have unified coun- 
tries and allowed them to come together to 
celebrate the achievements of athletes, but with 
the games held this year in Beijing it has turned 
into a political mechanism that has disrupted 
its value to unite. | 

The New York Times reported, that on March 
14, 400 Tibetan monks started a peaceful march 
demonstration to remember the unsuccess- 
ful up rise towards the Chinese government 
in 1951. The Chinese military stepped in and 
arrested 50 to 60 of the monks. The arrest of 
the monks provoked a violent protest involving 
Tibet civilians who torched shops and cars. 

In a recent article National Public Radio stated 
that, “The violence comes as the upcoming Bei- 
jing Olympics have placed renewed attention 
on China's control of Tibet” and “The violence 
was the latest in a series of protests inside and 
outside Tibet that have put an unwelcome spot- 


_light on China's policies in Tibet in the lead-up 


to this summer's Olympic Games in Beijing.” 
Some say that China has been using the Olym- 
pic games as a political image boost towards the 
rest of the world. In an interview with the Inter 
Press Service which is a communication insti- 


tution that serves in providing global coverage, 
former representative for the Dalai Lama, Pema 
Gyalpo, said, “China is trying to use the Olym- 
pics as a political tool to convince the world 
that Tibet is part of China.

Complimentary red apples, ripe bananas 
and oranges were given to anyone who 
walked by the table piled high with fruit in 


the Library Quad on March 26. 


The fruit was courtesy of The Nutrition 
Jamboree, sponsored by the Sacramento 
State Food and Nutrition Dietetics Club, 
which aimed to educate students about 
healthy eating. 

Senior dietetics major Michelle Gambuc- 
ci, president of the club, said the goal of the 
Nutrition Jamboree was to persuade her 
peers and their children to have a healthy 
diet and exercise regularly. 

“Do everything in moderation,’ said 
Gambucci, who works part-time as a stu- 
dent manager in the wellness department 
of the Student Health Center. 

Throughout this semester, the Food and 
Nutrition Dietetics club has actively pro- 
moted the importance of eating healthy 
and maintaining a balanced diet. Members 
have been present at events such as Love 
Your Body Week, the Health Expo and Safe 
Spring Break to answer questions as well as 
distribute printed information. 

Brittany Laporte, graduating senior di- 
etetics major, said they get a lot of gratifica- 
tion from helping the campus community. 

“It is satisfying to be among peers to help 
answer nutrition-related questions and give 
free fruit because it’s healthy,’ said Laporte, 
vice president of the club. 

The club also regularly performs com- 
munity services, such as serving the home- 
less at Loaves and Fishes and volunteering 
at charity races, Gambucci said. The group 
participated in the Run to Feed the Hungry 
last Thanksgiving, as well as the Northern 
Area Dietetics Associations Nutrition Fuels 
Fitness run on March 23 at Elk Grove Re- 
gional Park. 

In the fall, the club sponsored 5-A-Day, an 
event similar to the Jamboree, which pro- 
moted eating five or more servings of fruits 
and vegetables a day for better health. 

Senior studio art major Ron Lethcoe 
stumbled on the Jamboree and said he re- 
ceived a free banana. Lethcoe’s own beliefs 
about nutrition weresimples.:... . 


“Rat healthy and that way you Honthaye 


to take diet pills,” Lethcoe said. 
In addition to fruit, volunteers offered 
plenty of health and nutrition literature. 
One brochure called “Portion Distortion” 
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described the excess amount of food often 
served and illustrated serving sizes for sev- 
eral different items. 

The brochure stated two slices of a 14- 
inch pepperoni pizza cut in 12 slices or a 
12-ounce soda was equivalent to one serv- 
ing each. Anything beyond that would be 
considered excessive. 

The same leaflet contained statistics show- 
ing that Americans are the heaviest people 
in developed countries, with 61 percent of 
Americans being overweight. It also stated 
that with each decade as people age, they 
need 100 fewer calories per day. 

Another fact sheet explained how one 
can understand food labels to make healthy 
choices, like limiting the intake of sodium 
to 2,400 milligrams each day. 

Other: fact sheets expressed the impor- 
tance of certain minerals, such as calcium, 
which is necessary to keep bones and teeth 
strong. Milk, yogurt and cheese are foods 
highest in calcium. If a person is lactose 
intolerant, then he or she can get some 
calcium by eating broccoli, dark green veg- 
etables, dry beans, breads and cereals. An 
alternative would be to drink soy milk or 
fruit juice with added calcium, according to 
the fact sheet. 

Some additional items in a healthy diet 
would be chicken, fish, 100 percent whole 
grain bread and drinking plenty of water. 
Gambucci also suggested choosing lean 
cuts of meat and reducing the consumption 
of red meat, which is high in saturated fats. 

She said other ways to be healthier are to 
grill or bake food rather than fry it, use ol- 
ive oil versus coconut or palm oils and re- 
duce the portion sizes one consumes. 

Students can also receive free diet analysis 
at the Health Center, Gambucci said. — 
_Gambucci encouraged anyone who is in- 
terested in nutrition to join their group and 
become involved. She said a student does 
not have to be a nutrition, dietetics or fam- 
ily consumer science major.

The Sacramento State women’s athletic programs are currently 
in first place in the Big Sky Conference nine-team race for the 
conference's all-sports trophy. 

The Hornets lead the top five with 11.6 points from the fall and 
winter sports. Weber State is second with 10.9 points, followed 
by Portland with 10.6 points, then Montana with 9.3 points and 
Northern Arizona with 8 points. 

The final three Big Sky sports are golf, tennis and outdoor track 
and field.

When Strahan took over the 
head coaching position, Sac State 
softball was only in its fourth year 
in Division I. 

Shea paved the way into Divi- 
sion I in 1990, when the Hornets 
posted a 31-28 record in its inau- 
gural season and were ranked in 
the NCAAss.top 20 list for several 
weeks. 

Taking over the coaching posi- 
tion after it had been vacated by 
a person of Shea's caliber wasnt 
easy - Strahan can vouch for that. 

“My first year was difficult - a 
new coach comes in with a new 
philosophy and a new way of do- 
ing things. But I never viewed it as 
coaching in Irene’s shadow,’ Stra- 
han said. . 

It helped that Shea stuck around 


after retiring as coach and took 


the job as associate athletics di- 
rector because it provided Strahan 
with an outlet for advice. 

“Irene was helpful then and she 
was easy to build a strong bond 
with because we had so much in 
common with softball,’ Strahan 


said. 

The coaching ranks at Sac State 
werent the first time Shea and 
Strahan had crossed paths. 

Both played softball at different 
times in their careers for Ralph 
Raymond. 

Shea had played professional 
softball for the same team that 
had drafted Strahan, but Strahan 
opted out of professional softball 
in order to keep her amateur sta- 
tus open for the 1979 Pan Ameri- 
can team. 

Athletics Director Terry Wanless 
caught the tail end of Sheas career 
at Sac State, but he still was able to 
befriend her and gain help from 
her when he needed it. 

“She was a great help to me, 
to understand the internal op- 
erations of the department.

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Erica Yoshino brought in a 


score of 237 to finish 66th, and 
sophomore Brooke Green tied 
for 79th with a score of 241. 
Competing individually, senior 
Emily Longcrier (243) and ju- 
nior Annie Becker (250) came 
in 86th and 98th, respectively. 

All three rounds of the pre- 
view took place on the Orchard 
Course of the Lincoln Hills 
Golf Club. The Orchard Course 
is a par-72 course that stretch- 
es over 7,042 yards of rolling 
terrain punctuated by native 
wetlands.

ers cursing weather forecasters 
for their prediction of rain for 


the beginning of the week and 
wishing for sun block. 

But golf coach David Suther- 
land would not identify the 
weather or the course layout as 
excuses for the team’s’ perfor- 
mance. ,

Sutherland also said that the 
biggest problem the team need- 
ed to work on was a lack in con- 
sistency for scoring.

Jane knew Jake. He was a friend of 
a friend. An acquaintance. So how 
could this have happened? How 
could she be walking home from 
a party with her underpants in 
her pocket and the beginnings of a 
bruise on her smooth cheek? 

Jane’s story is one similar to so 
many survivor's of sexual assault. 
In three out of four sexual assaults, 
the survivor knows the attacker. 
This may be an eye opening fact for 


Stranger assaults, or sexual assaults 
where the attacker is unknown, are 
far more rare than people assume, 
said Jessica Heskin, advocate for 
Sacramento State’s violence and 
sexual assault support services. He- 
skin said she has only personally 
spoken with survivors from strang- 
er assaults twice in her career. 

“I never thought this could hap- 
pen to me,” Jane said. “My attacker 
was a mutual friend - someone | 
had known. My own experience has 
opened my eyes to the real facts of 
sexual assault.” 

April is Sexual Assault Awareness 
month and Sac State has several 
events planned to increase aware- 





April 17 marks the 10th anni- 
versary of Take Back the Night at 
Sac State. This year’s event starts 
at 6 p.m. and will be located in the 
Hinde Auditorium. | 

The event is being co-sponsored 
with Women Escaping A Violent 
Environment and the GAMMAS, 
part of the Sac State Greek com- 
munity. 

The executive director of WEAVE 
will be a speaker at the event. The 
evening will culminate with a march 
around the campus that males are 
encouraged to get involved in.

tional Network is also working to communi- 
cate information on this issue. 

“College women are four times more likely 
to be sexually assaulted than any other age 
group. That's why it’s so important that stu- 
dents are aware of possible risks and know 
how and where to get help if they need it,’ 
RAINN President Scott Berkowitz said. 

Heskin is planning on-campus events to 
provide this significant information locally. 

“Tt is important that we bring these things 
out into the open,” Heskin said. “It is impera- 
tive that we get campus and community dia- 
logue going about it.” 

The dialogue Heskin hopes to produce is 
that of myth dispelling. 

“People who are survivors are portrayed as 
weak - even shattered,’ Heskin said. “The fact 
is these women are some of the strongest peo- 
ple I’ve ever met.’

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The majority of crimes, whether they are a 
car jacking, murder or home invasion, can 
end in psychological examination of the crim- 
inal. Rape and sexual assaults are one of the 
few crimes which society and communities 
tend to examine the behavior of the victim, 
Heskin said. 

The strength of these survivors can be con- 
sidered astounding considering what they've 
gone through. Sexual assault can be difficult 
to understand psychologically. Perhaps un- 
derstanding why these disasters happen can 
help them occur less, Heskin said. 

“In terms of sexual assault, it is not about 
sex, Heskin said. “It's about power and con- 
trol. That’s the basics of it” 

Many lay blame on the victim, whether it is 
because of what she wore that night or delving 
into what she said and whether the victim's 
actions made the attacker choose her, Heskin 
said. 

“These discussions can turn into a female- 
bashing session,’ Heskin said. “And these 
ideals are not fair or correct. The main issue 
involving predators is their need for control 
over another human being. That's their whole 
gig. That’s what they do.” 

Events like these can be used to shed light on 
the misunderstood subject. 

It is most important to keep the focus of the 
discussion on the predator, avoiding placing 
any of the blame on the victim. 

Perpetrators come in all races, genders and 
ethnicities. | 

Ninety-eight percent of perpetrators are 
male, meaning 2 percent of attacks come from 
female assailants, Heskin said. 

Fifty-two percent of assailants are Cauca- 
sian, according to RAINN.org. 

Among other myths to dispel is the idea that 
women participating in events similar to Take 
Back the Night are “man-haters.” The college- 
age population should be the first age bracket 
to change these negative societal expecta- 
tions. 

Deep down, Heskin believes that the prob- 
lem is the idea of the female being at fault. 
This issue perpetuated is what makes it hard 
for these types of crimes to end in convic- 
tions, Heskin said. 

Above incorrect perceptions about these 
crimes, women should come out to these 
events for training on how to be more care- 
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ful. 4 

“We do various self-defense seminars?” Hes- 
kin said. “These are not the type modeFmug- 
ging things. The biggest thing in terms_of safe- 
ty against sexual violence involves alcohol: : 

Eighty-five percent of sexual assaults involve 
alcohol. 

In one in three sexual assaults, the-perpe- 
trator was intoxicated - 30 percent with al- 
cohol and 4 percent with drugs, according to 
RAINN.org. 

In social settings, staying with your friends 
and being vocal can make the difference. 

Simply having a close friend keep his or her 
eye on you and your drink can discourage 
an attacker from pursuing you. If a stranger 
knows someone will be looking for you.#f you 
leave the room with them, they may be less 
likely to ask you in the first place. 

If you do end up in a situation, letting your 
attacker know you are uncomfortable by 
screaming, kicking and making a scene may 
end the attack. 

Seventy-six percent of women who vatbally 
give their attacker a piece of their mind’get
